road, Mr. Sollenberger looked to one 
side to read a signboard. 
Unfortu- 


nately, just at that point there is a 
slight curve in the road and the auto- 
mobile started down the sharp side 
of the narrow highway. Mr. Sollen- 
berger Quickly discovered the danger 
and moving his steering wheel prompt 
ly, pulled the machine back upon the 
road. 
The automobile regained the 


highway but skidded. The rear wheels 
were thrown around until the ma- 
chine faced toward Littlestown, exact- 
ly reversing the position of the auto- 
mobile. Then the machine violently 
pitched about by the skidding. left the 
road aud turned turtle in the ditch 
alongside the highway, two and a-half 
feet below it. 


All the occupants were thrown out 


and fell heavily upon the ground. All 
except Mr. Evans were hurled some 
distance away. Mr. Evans fell under 
the machine and was pinned down by 
it. Mr. Sollenberger was hurt about 
the head and bruised, and his wife 
was bruised about the body and their 
sou escaped with a slight bruise. Mr. 
Evans had his back injured and Mrs. 
Evans had her collar bone broken, and 
their son had a tooth knocked loo^e 
and bruised about the mouth.

CITIZENS DID EVERYTHING IN 


THEIR POWER FOR VISITORS 


The Commission Overlooked Many 


Details so that the Event was 


a Bungled Exhibition. 


With thousands of veterans Iu towu 


each with his memory of battle days 
of 186o volumes might be given to 
what was heard aud told, but space 
will permit but a brief mentioning 
here aud there. 


Firel it is entirely appropriate that 


the plain truth should be told about 
some of the details of last week so that 
this community should not be criti- 
cized iu any way whatever for nothing 
but words of praise are due this towu 
for what was done by our people. 


Nevertheless tweutv thousand peo- 


ple were in Gettysburg to witness the 
dedication ceremony of Pennsylvania 
Memorial aud few iu the vast thro tig 
heard a word that was said, aud of the 
fully six thousand veterans spending 
from two to six days m our midst 
some of them put up with some in- 
conveniences because somebody bung- 
led. 


_ 
iu the first place the Comuiissiou iu. 


the accident took place, and the party j charge of the dedication did no appre- 


ciate any responsibility for the wel- 
fare of the veteran alter be had reach- 
ed Gettysburg. He was simply given 
transportation aud had to shift for 
himself after he reached this place. 


The local Entertainment Committee 


undertook the purely gratuitous work 
of attempting to liud quarters to those 
applying by letter and but for this 
work hundreds of veterans would 
have sullered. This labor of letter 
writing, postage stationery aud ollice 
work was a gratuitous contribution ou 
the part of a few of our citizens who 
felt this should be done tor the good 
name of the towu audit resulted iu 
more than a thousand veterans being 
thus cared for. But this work should 
have been done under the authority of 
the Commission and paid for by them. 
They had 
been on the ground aud 


knew the capacity of the town aud did 
nothing to Ifelp the situation. The 
local committee secured about 200 cots 
and bad to pay freight, Urayage ami 
put up a bond for them, and this ex- 
pense and responsibility should have 
beeu born by the Commission 
aud 


they were iu a positiou to have se- 
cured enough for 
any emergency. 


Their attention was called to this sev- 
eral weeks before the dedication but 
the answer was, "we have enough to 
do." 
That the veterans did not sutler 


greatly from inconveniences was due 
entirely to our people, several church- 
es were opened, the college boys took 
in the bojs iu blue and they were 
crowded in the homes ot this place, 
some on mattresses on floors. The 
town did the best it could while the 
Commission did nothing. 


The veterans arriving first inquired 


how to rind out presence of others of 
their company and regiment but no 
provision of the kind had been made 
by the Commission. It was like hunt- 
ing for a needle in a haystack for a 
comrade to find brother comrade he 
had come miles to see. A register kept 
by regiment and company could have 
easily been provided but the Commis- 
sion was not thinking of the veteran 
in this way. 


The Commission 
had it iu their 


power to have provided some enter- 
tainment or amusement for the veter- 
an. Four or rive bands could appro- 
priately have been employed but the 
Commission was not thinking of en- 
tertaining the veteran. The Citizens 
Band of Gettysburg played on Satur- 
day and 
Monday evenings on our 


streets gratuitously. 


Ihe Commission gave orders for the 


building of a grand stand and benches 
for 6000 and it was arranged as they

Wilkes-Barre, commanding the Third 
brigade, to succeed him.

General C. M. Clement, of Suubury, 
uuassigued, is named to command the 
Third brigade. 


The general orders state that Major 


General Bowman, who was appoint- 
ed a major general March 29, 1910, 
after having been iu command of the 
First brigade since August _!7, 1907, 
was retired at his own request. The 
orders express the appreciation of his 
"valued faithful and efficient service 
rendered the nation aud the state." 


Gen. Bowman was iu command of 


the N. G. P. at the encampment at 
this place in August.

who impressed these things and the 
force of their personalities not only up- 
on tneir own time, but upon the sub- 
sequent generations? They have long 
since gone from our sight, but are they 
dead? They are not dead. The spirit 
which was in them of reverence, of 
love, of truth and purity and patriot- 
ism, of devotion to religion, learning 
and righteousness was not buried in 
yonder cemetery. It lives. It cannot 
die. It is seen in their children and 
children's children, in the institutions 
and enterprises which they in their 
town have established and maintain- 
ed not only iu this region, but where- 
ever they have gone, east, west, north 
or south. In some fair laud where 
there are no skulking 
tumult of war.

Our ancestors whose memory we 


here recall today were among the 
Scotch and Irish immigrants who 
came to this country in the first half 
of the 18th Century. Whole ship loads 
of people called Scotch-Irish, mostly 
of Presbyterian stock came and settled 
In Pennsylvania both east and west. 
They constituted a large part of the 
settlers of this State at this early per- 
iod, and over-flowed into some of the 
Southern States. They belonged to 
the great Anglo-Saxon race which in 
primitive times emerged out of the 
North and East of Europe,—a wild 
and savage people until transformed 
in spirit and purpose by Christianity, 
and then ever after the mightiest mor- 
al and political force the world has 
known,—marking its path and pro- 
gress in much blood it is true, but de 
etroyiug the works of despotism and 
oppression. Everywhere it has raised 
the scepter of its power it has erected 
and maintained the institutions of 
liberty in rehgiou, in education aud in 
government. This is the proud race 
to which our Scotch-Irish ancestors 
and we belong, and we glory iu it. We 
glory not alone iu our own family 
names, but we glory in the race to 
which we belong. The history of the 
Scotch-Irish iu America, setting forth 


These people were closely identified 
with our ancestors here, because they 
were of the same race aud religion aud 
during the Colouial wars more than 
half of the families iu the Kittochtinuy 
or Cumberland Valley sought refuge 
from hostile Indians in this county. 
General Armstrong. I believe served 
until the close of the War. Uen'l 
Mercer was mortally wounded at the 
battle of Princeton. N. J. in January 
177".

At the very beginning of the .Revo- 


lutionary war, as soon as tidings of 
the battle of Lexington and Concord 
in Massachusetts iu 1775 could reach 
them, the patriots of this region, 
among whom were many of our kin- 
dred, assembled in the town of York, 
and formed themselves into military 
companies. 
Oue of the Battalions 


was officered by Robert McPherson of 
Marsh Creek as Colonel; David Ken- 
nedy as Lt. Colonel: Moses McCleau 
and Hugh Dunwodie as Majors, and 
included many persons then living 
within the present area of Adams 
county. One of the Companies of this 
Battalion my great grandfather Hugh 
Campbell was Captain, William Law- 
ther was 1st Lieutenant and Robert 
McElheuuy (sic) was second Lieut. 
The muster roll of this company has 
been preserved but the rolls of the 
other companies of the Battalion have 
not been found. 


Prowell's History of York county 


says : ''When the Revolution opened 
in 1775 the Scotch-Irish 
from the 


Marsh Creek settlement, southeastern 
and other sections of York county, 
were among the first to offer their ser- 
vices to establish a new country. They 
came to York, organized themselves 
into military companies and marched 
to Boston immediately after hearing of 
the battle of Bunker Hill. 
In the 


picturesque costume of their hunting 
dress these courageous frontiersman 
attracted the 
attention of all the 


American soldiers around Boston, and 
they were the first to ofl'er their ser- 
vices to Washington to find out the 
position of the British redoubts on 
Breed's Hill on which the battle had 
just been fought."

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE 


CONSTITUTION 
SUBMITTED 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THIS COM- 
MONWEALTH FOR THEIR APPRO- 
VAL OR REJECTION, BY THE GEN- 
ERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE

MONWEALTH OF PENNSYLVANIA, 
AND PUBLISHED BY ORDER OF

TUTION. 


Number One. 


A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


twenty-six of. article five of the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 
Resolved (if the Senate concur), 


That the following amendment to sec- 
tion twenty-six of article five of the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be, and 
the same ib hereby, proposed, in ac- 
cordance with the eighteenth article 
thereof: — 


That section 26 of Article V., which 


reads as follows: "Section 26. All laws 
relating to courts shall be general 
and of uniform operation, and the or- 
ganization, jurisdiction, and powers of 
all courts of the same class or grade, 
so far as regulated by law, and the 
force and effect of the process and 
judgments of such courts, shall be uni- 
form; and the General Assembly is 
hereby prohibited from creating other 
courts to exercise the powers vested 
by this Constitution in the judges of 
the Courts of Common Pleas and Or- 
phans' Courts," be amended so that 
the same shall read as follows:— 


Section 26. All laws relating to 


courts shall be general and of uniform 
operation, and the organization, juris- 
diction, and powers of all courts of 
the same class or grade, so far as regu- 
lated by law, and the force and effect 
of the process and judgments of such 
courts, shall be uniform; but, notwith- 
standing any provisions of this Consti- 
tution, the General Assembly shall 
have full power to establish new 
courts, from time to time, as the same 
may be needed in any city or county, 
and to prescribe the powers and juris- 
diction thereof, and to increase the 
number of judges in any courts now 
existing or hereafter created, or to re- 
organize the same, or to vest in other 
courts the jurisdiction theretofore ex- 
ercised by courts not of record, and to 
abolish the same wherever it may be 
deemed necessary for the orderly "and 
efficient administration of justice.

RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to the Con- 


stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, so as to eliminate the 
requirement of payment of taxes as 
a qualification of the right to vote. 
Resolved (if the House of Represen- 


tatives concur), That the following 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
be, 


and the same is hereby, proposed, in 
accordance with the eighteenth arti- 
cle thereof: 


That section one of article eight be 


amended, by striking out the fourth 
numbered paragraph thereof, so that 
the said section shall read as follows: 


Section 1. Every male citizen twen- 


I ty-on3 years of age, possessing the fol- 
lowing qualifications, shall be entitled 
to vote at all elections, subject how- 
ever to such Jaws requiring and regu- 
lating the registration of electors as 
the General Assembly may enact. 


First. He shall have been a citizen 


of 
the T'nited States at least one 


month. 


Second Me shall have resided in the 


Slate one year (or if. having previous- 
ly been a qualified elector or native- 
born citizen of the State, he shall have 
removed therefrom and returned, then 
six months), immediately preceding 
thf election. 


Third. He shall have resided in the 


election district where he shall offer 
to vote at least two months immediate- 
ly preceding the election.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to the Con- 


stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, so as to consolidate 
the courts of common pleas of Alle- 
gheny County. 
Section l. Be it resolved hy the 


Senate and House of Representatives 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
in General Assembly met. That the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution 


of Pennsylvania be. and the same is 
Hereby, proposed, in accordance with 
the eighteenth article thereof: — 


That section six of article five be 


amended, by striking out the said sec- 
tion, and inserting iu place thereof 
the following: 


Section 6 In the county of Philadel- 


phia all the jurisdiction and powers 
now vested in the district courts and 
courts of common pleas, subject to 
such changes as may be made by this 
Constitution or by law, shall be in 
Philadelphia vested in five distinct 
and separate courts of equal and co- 
ordinate 
jurisdiction, 
composed 
of 


three judges each. The said courts in 
Philadelphia shall be designated re- 
spectively as the court of common 
pleas number one. number two. num- 
ber thr^e, number four, and number 
five, b-it the number of said courts may 
be by law inci eased, from time to time, 
and shall be in like manner designated 
by successive numbers. The number 
01 judges in any of said courts, or in 
any countv where the establishment 
of an additional court may be author- 
ized by law, may be increased, from 
time to time, and whenever such in- 
crease shall amount in the whole to 
th.-efc. such three judges shall compose 
a distinct and separate court as afore- 
said, which shall be numbered as 
aforesaid. 
In Philadelphia all suits 


shall be instituted in the said courts 
of common pleas without designating 
the number of the said court, and the 
several courts shall distribute'and ap- 
portion the business among them in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
rules of court, and each court, to 
which any suit shall be thus assigned, 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction there- 
of, subject to change of venue, as shall 
be provided by law. 


In the county of Allegheny all the 


jurisdiction and powers now vested in 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
judges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
tend to all proceedings at law and in 
equity which shall have been institut- 
ed in the several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may be made by law, and subject to 
change of venue as provided by law. 
The president judge of said court shall 
be selected as provided by law. The 
number of judges in said court may be 
by law increased from time to time. 
This amendment shall take effect on 
the first day of January succeeding 
its adoption.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


eight, article nine, of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Secton 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
in General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, in accordance 
with the provisions of the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 
Amendment to Article Nine, Section 
Eight. 


Section 2. Amend section eight, arti- 


cle nine, of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania, which reads as follows:— 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxaole property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur 
any new debt, or increase its indebt- 
edness to an amount exceeding two per 
centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation," so as to 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or Incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxable property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur any 
new debt, or increase its indebtedness 
to an amount exceeding two per cen- 
tum upon such assessed valuation of 
property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred 
by the city and county of Philadelphia 
for the construction and development 
of subways for transit purposes, or for 
the construction of wharves and docks, 
or the reclamation of land to be used 
in the construction of a system of 
wharves and docks, as public improve- 
ments, owned or to be owned by said 
city and county of Philadelphia, and 
which shall yield to the city and coun- 
ty of Philadelphia current net revenue 
in excess of the interest on said debt 
or debts and of the annual install- 
ments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be exclud- 
ed in ascertaining the power of the 
city and countv- of Philadelphia to be- 
come otherwise indebted: provided. 
That a sinking fund for their cancella- 
tion shall be established and maintain- 
ed.

churches, put their braius. their stur- 
dy common sense, their love of truth 
aud justice iuto all the laws aud iu^ti- 
iutiou.s they established aud placed 
the impress of their personality aud 
character upon all they thought aud 
Uid. 


Let us now take tbis broader view. 


tV'rour immediate ancestors were not 
alone m laying the foundation of em- 
pires. Think for a moment of this 
su'eat country of ours. 
We ju.stly 


boast of its vastuess, it* wealfb, its 
great power and iuiiueuce among na- 
tions. \Vho has made it so? Not thi> 
generation nor that. It has not reach- 
ed this di/./y height of greatness and 
glory at a single bound. 
\Ve aie in 


danger of thinking that we did not 
have much of a country to boast of 
prior to the war of 1861-65, but we 
should not forget that there would 
uever have been the civil war if there 
bad never been the battles or Bunker 
Hill and Vorktowu. 
The national 


life and spirit of America is largely an 
inheritance from each and all our gen- 
erations in the past. 
We are under 


great obligations to all the fathers for 
what we are. The great mcial and re- 
ligious principles aud forces which He 
at the base of our national institu- 
tions and which breathe through all 
our organic law would have been as 
wautine m America as they are' m 
Russia and Turkey, but for the sturdy 
moral sense and devoted piety of the 
early settlers of our Colonies and for 
the love of liberty, the intelligence 
and prophetic foresight of the fathers 
who framed aud set up our govern- 
ment. If Spaiu had continued to own 
as she did once, the largest part of this 
continent, I will not venture to say 
what our condition would be now, 
but doubtless, like the Cubans aud 
the Philippine Islanders, beggared 
and enslaved by their civil and reli- 
gious masters—the iSoauiards and the 
Pope. 


The martial spirit, the patriotism, 


the indomitable courage, the love of 
hum a ii rights aud of truth which dis- 
tinguished the heroes of 1776 aud 1861- 
65 have come down to us, in large 
measure, by inheritance, and the wis- 
dom of Jefl'ersou aud Fraukliu, the 
uuselfisb patriotism and devout de- 
pendence ou God which were seen in 
Washington, the military genius and 
prowess of Grant aud Sherniau, may 
be seen today iu the leaders who are 
in the counsels of the nation and work 
seeu in the men before Santiago on 
laud and see and iu the Philippines 
stripped to their waists and fighting 
uuto the death in a broiling suu for 
the liberties of an alien people ! 


And this is the ouiy way we can ev- 


er pay up our obligations to the Past. 
Those who have put us under obliga- 
tions, who bequeathed to us the freest, 
fairest, richest laud the sun e'er shone 
on, and set us forward to magnificent 
destiny under conditions of liberty, 
intelligence and religion, these have 
passed on, we can do nothing for them 
but to cherish their deeds and worth. 
But we can and must do something 
fcr the future. It is the inevitable 
logic of history. Rather I would say 
it is the irresistible law of Divine 
Providence, in the development of 
humanity and iu the progress of our 
Saviour's Kingdom in the world, that 
each race or nation, yea and every 
generation shall, by the working out 
of its own destiuy, contribute some- 
thing to the character aud the pro- 
gress of the succeeding race or age. 


We are fond of boasting of our iude 


peudeuce of circumstances and char- 
acter. It is a mere delusion. 
There 


are no self-made men or nations. We 
only stultify ourselves when we at- 
tempt to ignore our supreme obliga- 
tions. 


The most we can do who accept and 


enjoy the gifts the Pa.st has left us. ,is 
to try to transmit them unimpaired to 
those who shall come after us, and iu 
our turn endeavor to add something 
to the sum of human comfort and 
welfare, 
because those 
who pre- 


ceded us bequeathed to us the privi- 
lege of living m a laud of liberty and 
religion. 
This is patriotism in its 


highest exprs.—jiou. \Ve are every day 
and hour dependent cu what we have 
received from others who toiled aud 
thought and fought aud suffered and 
struggled and sacrificed aud bled, aud 
built school houaer*. and sailed the 
sea.1-, and discovered the mine? aud 
raised va-t armies, and built churches. 
and we have entered more largely 
than they even did themselves, iuto 
the fruits of all their toil and suffer- 
ing. We cannot eat a meal or put ou 
our clothes or go on a journey or do 
anything else without putting eur- 
selves under obligation to scores aud 
hundreds of uieu who have beeu the 
world's 
martys 
and 
benefactors. 


Aloug all moial, educational, social 
and religious lines of progress, our ob- 
ligations are uot less real, though per- 
haps less obvious to some who are ac- 
customed to reckon the value of life 
mainly ou its material side

sions of the Cowu and these oppressive 
men-Hire- afforded 
the Colonist* their 


long desired pretext to declare their 
independence and seek separation. I 
say pretext, because it is a matter of 
history that the real reason why the 
Coloui>t> sought separation from En- 
giaud was uot because they were tax- 
ed, but because their religious liberties 
were again endangered by the encro- 
achments of the Episcopacy. To their 
minds Monarchy 
and 
Episcopacy 


went together, If they had one they 
must have the other and they resolv- 
ed that they would maintain their re- 
ligious liberty at all hazards aud at 
any cost. This was the real cause of 
the Revolutionarj War. Iu the Prov- 
idence of God the American Republic 
was the result ot the pious hopes aud 
sacrifices of the Colonists for the safca 
of Religion. 


But this was uot the end. The Colo- 


nies had become a Natiou, but had yet 
to work out their progress aud des-

tiny. Other grave problems presented 
themselves in which we can see, suc- 
eeeBlvely, the ititerveutiou of« Divine 
Power for their solution. 


Bctnau Catholic Spain was yet abso- 


lute owner of the largest remaining 
part of what is now United States ter- 
ritory, aud it was still an open ques- 
tion whether this fair laud might not 
yet come under the dominion of tbe 
Pope. What happened then? This 
. vast territory comprised what is now 
'known as the States of Louisiana 
Arkansas, Missouri, Iowa, Minnesota, 
•North aud South Dakota, Montana, 
Idaho, Oregon, Washington, The In- 
dian Territory, most of Kansas, most 
of Wyoming aud pait of Colorado- 
more than a million of square miles. 
First. Xapoteou uotiapart compelled 
Spain to cede thit» \at-t territory to 
France iu 1800, hut only three years 
laler, \ i/ m it>u,>, liuiimjj a tjuauei oii 
his hands with England aud having 
determined to invade that Country, in 
order to raise money for tins purpose, 
he ofJered to sell his American pos- 
sessions to the Tnited States for the 
small Mini of lifteen millions of dol- 
lars. Tne ctter was immediately ac- 
cepted and thus this immense terri- 
tory was added toourNalioual domain 
without a war, without shedding a 
drop of blood, aud it was saved from 
the blighting touch of the Hierarchy 
of Rome, and our Government was 
saved Irom European complications. 


But I will not we;-.ry von with ad- 


ding illustrations. 
J cannot under- 


stand many things iu connection with 
the War of the Rebellion apart from 
the manifest purposes of Divine Prov- 
idence. A greater question than the 
justification of our acts in making War 
on Spain for relief of the Cubans and 
taking possession of the Philippine Is- 
lands, is this : What were tue pur- 
poses of Almighty God iu permitting 
that War? It is too soon to discover 
them ail. But this is apparent, the 
blood of our heroes from the North 
aud the South which flowed together 
on Cuban soil aud iu the Philippines 
re-united Americans aud is destined 
to obliterate forever tue legacy of ill- 
feeling sectionalism which was left us 
by tbe late (Jivil War. And following 
that War with Spain there comes to 
us, wafted across the sea three thou- 
sand miles a voice from the Mother- 
laud, that other grand Anglo-Saxon, 
Chistian Nation, which bears a note of 
cheer aud sympathy and brotherhood, 
aud give assurance that she is ready 
to stand alone with us in any struggle 
to which we may be called iu a world- 
wide Right for Uod and humanity. As 


euator Depew has said, it is the most 


sublime spectacle of the century. If 
there were no other result of the War, 
this alone is worth all that it has cost 
in blood and treasure. 


My dear kindred, our Fathers be- 


lieved that the band of God was in 
their personal and national history as 
truly as He was iu the history of Is- 
rael and we can see, if we will, more 
clearly than they were able to see, 
that tbe sources of power which creat- 
ed and have distinguished the Chris- 
tian civilzation of this American Na- 
tion are the very things for which they 
struggled and shed tbeir blood. The 
right of private conscience, the love of 
liberty, of truth, of learning, an open 
Bible, the right and duty of immedi- 
ate personal access to the throne of 
Almighty God without any human 
intervention—these are some of the 
great forces of Christian civilization 
which distinguish the great Anglo 
Saxon race of which our Scotch-Irish 
people are a part, and which shall be 
found operative and effective in what- 
ever farthermost 
bound that domi- 


nant force shall rest the sceptre of its 
authority. 


.Let us not forget that there are 


mighty problems which we must yet 
solve for ourselves if we would create 
and perpetuate iu other lands the in- 
stitutions handed down by our Fath- 
ers aud which have made us thus far 
a happy and powerful people. These 
are rather social than political prob- 
lems. They largely affect individual 
character and the home. It is your 
duty aud mine, in our respective 
spheres and as we have opportunity to 
lay hold and master the spirit of greed 
wlrch now permeates all classes aud 
conditions, which creates the Saloon 
(—that greatest modern enemy of 
tbe Home, the individual and the 
Church)—which fosters ignorauce and

al government, which puts our most 
magnificent cities under control of the 
most vicious and degraded elements 
and makes them the wide-open doors 
for every nameless iniquity, which 
turns the Christian Sabbath into a 
mere holiday lor money, aud cripples 
and heguarfe every missionary enter- 
prise, while men who profess to revere 
the name of Chris-l and to love their 
fellow men are rolling in wealth aud 
permitting the luxuries of their liven j 
to make them insensible to the w a u t j 
and woe of the World. You and 1 
owe much to the past which we can- 
not pay except to the future, and we 
must pay it in this way or prove our-! 
selves unworthy of the blessings the ! 
past has conferred upou us.

tioual life and history, just so truly { 
will He requite that we discharge our !

The sacrifice of the 
lives of thousands of the best aud 
bravest iu both armies was not iu vain 
for in the carrying out of the divine 
plan it was necessary, la order to pre- 
serve the indivisible feature of the 
Republic. 


"Passions that contended here are 


rapidly passing away under the mel- 
lowing influence of time, better ac- 
quaintance, brcader knowledge ana 
keener comprehension of the destiny 
of this Republic. None can doubt but 
that our country is being more firmly 
welded together day by day and year 
by year and that the men of the South 
aud the men of the North are evincing 
a uiore considerate regard and a warm- 
er appreciation of each other's inter- 
ests. Forgetting not the men of other 
States who fought upon this field, we 
are here to-day especially to honor the 
heroic sous of Pennsylvania who here 
fought in defense of their country ; our 
coming is added evidence. of the love 
of a Commonwealth 
which ever 


cherishes the memory of brave deeds 
performed in her service. Aud iu the 
performance of that heroic and lastiug 
service we recall with pride the re- 
markable fact that in the decisive hour 
of the conflict Pennsylvania not only 
had a larger number of soldiers in the 
Army of the Potomac thau any other 
State, but the genius of her sons shone 
resplendent iu leadership. 
Meade, 


Reynolds, Hancock, Pleasanton, Bir- 
ney, Oeary, Crawford, Humphreys, 
H»ys aud Gregg were grandly con- 
spicuous among those who command- 
ed aud led that army to victory. Of 
these distinguished leaders but one re- 
mains, and he is with us today Gen. 
David HcMurtrie Gregg. 
In times of 


peace be has served the State in a 
civic capacity as faithfully aud as 
courageously as he did the Republic 
the day he repulsed Stuart's cavalry 
at the Rummel farm, four miles from 
this spot. 


"Many and beautiful monuments 


stand upon this field in tribute to the 
memory of those who perished and 
mark the place where they fell. 
To- 


day we dedicate a memorial erected by 
this Commonwealth as an enduring 
mark of love and appreciation for all 
the soldiers of Pennsylvania who 
fought bere. In this respect we but 
follow the precedent of the nations of 
the past. 
The illustrious dead who. 


surrendered their lives in the interest ; 
of the State have ever been accorded 
the highest marks of distinction at 
the hands of all nations. 
When 


Greece arose in safety amid the splen- 
dor of her triumph at Marathon a 
most striking and distinguished honor 
was paid to the memory of her dead. 
Contrary to Grecian custom, the bod- 
ies of the dead neroes were buried upon 
the spot which their valor had made 
immortal and where it was determined 
that Greece should continue to live, a 
lesson and an inspiration for all the 
future. 
The historian records that 


their names were inscribed upon ten 
pillars rising from the mound which 
covered their sshes and that notwith- 
standing the wearing influence of time 
the ancient mound still marks the 
place where they fought and fell, and 
their names were easily read upon the 
columns which still remained and 
told the story six hundred years after 
i he event. 


"Pennsylvania dedicates this im- 


posing production of the sculptor's 
art as a perpetual memorial to the 
memory of her warrior sous, and with 
a mind thoughtful and a heart appre- 
ciative of what was wrought here in 
her own interest aud in the interest 
of her sister States, she has forgotten 
none of her sons who served her in 
the hour of danger. 
Around and 


about the base of this magnificent 
tribute, in letters of endurihg bronze 
which will proclaim the

bravery aud of suffering to the utmost 
limit of time, is found the name of 
every soldier belonging to Pennsylva- 
nia regiments and commands, wheth- 
officer or private, whether living or 
dead, who was here in defense of his 
country.

with enduring tributes erected by 
many States to their soldiers, and in

imperishable memorial represents, not ; 
alone the individual who was illus- 
trious, but every soldier of Pennsyl | 
vania, no matter how humble hin i 


rauk, who took part m the name of 
this Comuiou wealth, in the one great 
struggle of the war decided ou north- 
ern soil.

Pennsylvania who have honored this 
occasion by their presence, i wish to 
express my .sincere appreciation aud 
thankfulness for the services rendered 
to the Common wealth by Hie Gettys- 
burg Battlefield Memorial Commis- 
sion, and, as Governor of Pennsylva- 
nia, representing all her people, 1 ac-
